The I'ollowing Bill \tras Introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the l&th 
March, 1985: — 


Bill No. IX of 1985 

A Bill further io amend the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable 

Property Act, 1952. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
(if India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Requisitioning and Acquisition of 
Immovable Property (Amendment) Act, 1985. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 8th day of 
March, 1985. 

2. In section 6 of the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable 
30<'f 1952, Property Act, 1952 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in sub¬ 
section (lA), for the words “fifteen years”, wherever they occur, the 
words “seventeen years” shalll be substituted.

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JTNANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 2 of the Bill seeks lo amend sub-section (lA) of section 6 of 
the Requisitioning and Accjuisition of Immovable Property Act, 1952, for 
extending the maximum period for which properties may be retai^ned 
under requisition by a further period of two years. 

2, The aforesaid amendment will involve additional expenditure in 
case of properties retained under requisition for the whole or any part 
of the additional period of two years, because compensation by way of 
recmrring payment towards rent will have to be paid during such period* 
It is not possible to estimate accurately the quantum of expenditure 
towards payment of compensation as it will depend on the number of 
properties which may be retained under requisition during the extended 
period- However, the annual liability (towards payment of compensa¬ 
tion for requisitioned properties) under the Act may be of the o-rder of 
Rs. 100 lakhs. 

3. In section 8 of the principal Act, sub-sections (2A) and (2B) were 
inserted by the Requisitioning and Acquisition of Immovable Property 
(Amendment) Act, 1975, to provide for revision of the amount of com¬ 
pensation, quinquennially. According to these provisions as amended 
in 1980, the amount of compensation payable for properties under re¬ 
quisition is to be revised in the manner indicated therein. The exten¬ 
sion of the period of retention of properties under requisition will result 
in another revision of compensation ipi the case of properties requisi¬ 
tioned after the Oth March, 1975, and provision for such revision has 
been made in clause 3 of the Bill. These provisions will Involve an 
additional expenditure of a recurring nature. It is not possible to esti¬ 
mate such additional recurring expenditure because the revised rates 
will be fixed by the competent authority keeping in view the circum¬ 
stances prevailing at the time of such revision- The amount of ex¬ 
penditure will also depend upon the period for which different pro¬ 
pel ties may be retained and it is not possible to estimate at this stage as 
to how long it would be necessary to retain different properties under 
requisition. The land under requisition is mainly held by the Ministry 
of Defence who propose to acquire a portion of it and release the balance. 
Cost of acquisition of land by the Ministry of Defence is expected to be 
about Rs, 5.66 crores. With the de-requisitioning of the existing land 
and buildings and acquisition of land and buildings by the Government, 
the annual compensation payable will come down.
